PIPE HITTERS RAIDED, 


The Opium Joints in Xew Tork 


Balded by the Police »n« White 


Girls Captured. 


NEW IOBK, Oct. 21,—All was calm ss 


nsual in the Chinese quarters early last 
night. About 8:80 a lot of stalwart men 
entered the three streets, which contain 
the- greater part of the Chinamen of this 
town. They came from different direo 
tions in small bodies, bnt stopped, as is 
if by signal, at the same moment some 
distance apart. Nino, who had march- 
ed down the Bowery In military style, 
stopped in Doyers street, just west of 
Bowery. Nine more stopped in Pell 
street, a little above its junction with 
Doyera. Suddenly Police Captain Mo- 
Cullagh, the yonngor, and Detective 
Spreisal, turned into Doyer street and 
walked rapidly to the dilapidated wood- 
en building at No. 6, 


Captain MoCnllagh consulted a note 


inhispooket and said: 
"That's the 


place. Try the basement first." Two 
men rushed up. "One of yon stop at 
the front door; let the other go up to 
the roof and let no one escape that way. 
Leave the men, bnt see that every wo- 
man gets out into the street." 
From 


that moment until 9:30 Chinatown was 
in a ferment. The white women who 
live with Chinamen, and whoso antics 
had caused complaints from the poor 
respectable tenants of the neighbor- 
hood, frightened by the appearance of 
the detectives, ran out into the street 
like rats from a house on fire, only there 
they found themselves in what the 
French. story-\mters would call a eul de 
lot, Attempting to got away from the 
police in the houses, they rushed into 
tho police at the interseotion of streets 
and were arrested as disorderly persons. 
Chinatown has seen many raids, but 
none like this. 


There was no one but an old China- 


man in the basement of No. 6, bnt nine 
women were found on the upper floors. 
In the rear of the first floor the rooms 
had been cut up into little closets. 
Each of iheso had a wide bunk and each 
bunk was occupied when the detectives 
came in. There was no ventilation and 
the smell of opium was sickening. The 
women were all yonng. Most of them 
were only half dressed, and some had 
evidently retired for the night. The 
Chinamen scampered out of rooms un- 
impeded by the detectives, bnt the 
women w«re anxious to hide. 


They crawled under the bunks and 


slammed shnt the closet doors in the 
policemen's faces, bnt they were shoved 
oat and, while some ran into the street, 
others attempted to escape by the roof. 
It was a difficult task to keep track of 
fleeing figures in the darkness, and es- 
peoially as Chinamen were watching at 
every room on the upper floors to snake 
them in and hide them. 
Some of the 


girls wept and some laughed and seemed 
to think it a good joke. 
Most of them 


were half stupid with opium and hal? 
barned pipes and lamps were found in 
every room. 


The girls who had run into the street 


at first did not stop to dress, but the 
Chinamen brought out wraps to them, 
with which they covered their half- 
naked bodies. Five other places, all 
notorious houses, were ransacked, and 
many evidences of feminine occupancy 
were found, but only a few girls were 
caught. They all swore that they lived 
there alone, but Chinamen's clothes, 
Chinese ornaments on the walls, Chinese 
opium pots, pipes and lamps all disprov- 
ed it. At the last, corner of Doyers and 
Pell street, a dozen girls were found in 
a private room in the saloon on the 
ground fioor. They had looked the 
door, but opened it after repeated or- 
ders from the police. Some of them 
escaped, however, through the rear en- 
trance, and ware found later in rooms 
in the other houses. 


Fifty-seven girls were arrested in all. 


They were formed in line »nd marched 
to the police station. The girls were in 
various stages of undress and the ma- 
jority wore loose wrappers. Some were 
very pretty and innocent looking, but 
most were neither. It took about two 
hours to take all the pedigrees. 
After 


they were looked up they kept singing 
and shouting until the captain threat- 
ened to turn the hose on them. To-day 
the pnsonera were arraigned in the 
tombs police court on the charge of be- 
ing disorderly persons and inmates of 
disorderly houses, 


In the court room thoy sat on the 


floor, langhed, smoked cigarettes and 
chewed Chinese gum, while Jnstioe 
Murray disposed of the "morning 
watch." They were then lined up be- 
fore the desk, Detective Chrisatal ap- 
peared aa complainant and charged 
each woman with being a prostitute. 
There was Cora and Blanche, Pansey 
and Daisy, Sadie and Ollie and plain 
Bridget and Mary Ann. Some wore 
arrayed in costly wraps, in plush, 
astraohau and fur. Many wore Mother 
Knbbard wrappers and Nellie Bly caps. 
All denied the charge and claimed to be 
ladies from all parts of the country who 
were in the city visiting friends. Sev- 
eral were discharged, but nine who 
weije old in crime ami "regulars" nt the 
Ixmtt, got off with three months.

As the doctors were as- 
sisting in removing the body from the 
box they noticed that the evidences of 
death were not perfect.
